The Calling of God 


The apostle Paul said, “Let every 
man abide in the same calling where- 
in he was called,” 1 Cor. 7:20. “For the 
gifts and calling of God are without 
repentance,” Rom. 11:29. 


God repented that He had made 
man, because He resented man’s 
wickedness; but we do not find Him 
repenting that He redeemed man, al- 
though it called for the supreme sac- 
rifice on the part of His only begotten 
Son.

Address at AK 


By J. H. WALKER, EXECUTIVE MISSIONS SECRETARY 


I am very thankful that Chicago 
was chosen as our convention city. 
All of us who have enjoyed your 
refined hospitality, who have had 
our hearts warmed by the many kind 
expressions showered on us on the 
four previous occasions in this city, 
were perhaps, in a manner, prepared 
for this welcome, but I assure you all 
of us sincerely appreciate it. 


It has been wisely remarked that 
the coming into existence of NAE 
marks an epoch. I am reminded of an 
epoch that planned to fix the his- 
tory of the world for a hundred years. 
At the little town of Tilsit, on the 
river Neimen, in Prussia, precisely at 
one o’clock on June 25, 1807, boats 
put off from opposite sides and rowed 
toward a raft in the middle of the 
stream. Out of each boat stepped a 
single individual, and the two met in 
a small wooden compartment in the 
middle of the raft, while cannons 
thundered salvos from both shores, 
and the shouts of great armies, drawn 
up on both banks, drowned the roar 
of artillery. The two persons were the 
Emperor Napoleon and Alexander, 
Emperor of Russia, and the history of 
the time tells us that they met to 
“arrange the destinies of mankind.” 
The conference lasted two hours. It 
was entirely private between two em- 
perors, and yet it was fraught 
with consequences momentous to mil- 
lions. It was one of the greatest crises 
of human history, when the currents 
of power that govern nations take 
new directions and break over the 
bounds and barriers of ages. But the 
designs promulgated by Napoleon and 
Alexander were defeated. 

We come to this convention with- 
out flare of trumpets or the roar of 
cannon. We come in the name of the 
Prince of Peace, to continue this as- 
sociation momentous to millions and 
rich in purposes pertaining to the 
destinies of mankind, an association 
predicated upon success, and not, like 
the plan of two emperors, doomed to 
failure; a movement as clear as the 
sun, as fair as the moon and as ter- 
rible as an army with banners. 

Brethren, no convention in history 
ever met under more serious world 
conditions than this our seventh an- 
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nual convention of the National As- 
sociation of Evangelicals is meeting 
under today. 

Atheistic godless Communism is en- 
gulfing nation after nation. Eleven 
countries in Europe have been swal- 
lowed up by the giant octopus since 
the close of the war. Already many 
thousands of born-again Christians 
in these lands have been enslaved, 
exiled, and killed. Their churches 
have been turned into gymnasiums, 
museums, pool halls, and brothels. 
Behind the iron curtain in eastern 
Germany the people were forbidden 
to sing Christmas carols. Other less 
fortunate true followers of God have 
been and are being tried by mock 
courts, condemned, and many being 
thrown into prisons and concentra- 
tion camps, and there they are liter- 
ally starving to death. 


Here in America, the enemy is with- 
in our gates. We are faced with 
juvenile delinquency, drunkenness, 
debauchery, atheism, modernism, 
general deterioration of our civiliza- 
tion, and the threat of an atomic war. 

It has been said our civilization of 
today is a “cut flower” civilization. It 
still appears to be very beautiful, but 
the roots have been cut away. 


The great Niagara for centuries had 
filled the eye of the tourist with won- 
der and admiration next to awe. It 
had been a world of wasted power, 
until it was harnessed to giant tur- 
bines, and thus decreed that the 
world and mankind should receive a 
recompense from this hitherto dor- 
mant power. 

So, like Niagara, the evangelicals of 
America were a world of wasted 
power, for they had no common ve- 
hicle through which ALL true believ- 
ers in the Lord Jesus Christ could be 
united and articulate, in matters of 
common interest and concern, until 
the National Association of Evangeli- 
cals came into existence. Now they 
have a voice; that once silent power 
speaks. It speaks in clarion tones of 
service to millions, and its influence is 
felt around the world, through its 
numerous missions, such as:

Cooperation Without Compromise 


Presidential Address of Stephen W. Paine 
Annual Convention, National Association of Evangelicals, 
Chicago, April 19-22, 1949 





(I am giving you this great and pro- 
found address with the sincere hope 
that you will read it carefully. If you 
do, I know you will understand better 
the nature and purpose of the NAE.—

Our theme at this convention, 
“Cooperation Without Compromise,” 
implies a consideration of the posi- 
tive and the negative angles of the 
basic motive for cooperative effort 
among Bible-believing Christians and 
then a notice of some of the chan- 
nels through which this cooperation 
has been made effective in NAE. 

Then we shall enquire what, if any, 
has been the reflex action of this 
cooperation upon those groups who 
have been partners in this fellowship. 
Have serious compromises been in- 
volved, or do they seem implied in 
the NAE picture? We want par- 
ticularly to ask whether this sort of 
united effort requires or may require 
of NAE’s constituents a yielding in 
matters of (1) the faith, (2) distinc- 
tive doctrines, (3) group associations, 
(4) group polity. 

We desire to discuss frankly any 
dangers which may seem to be po- 
tentially present in the picture. In 
this connection, I hope I may be per- 
mitted to draw lesson material from 
other interdenominational coopera- 
tive groups, perhaps noticing certain 
factors in the setup of the Federal 
Council of Churches and its counter- 
part, the World Council of Churches, 
and, on the other hand, also of the 
American Council of Christian 
Churches and its European organiza- 
tion, the International Council of 
Christian Churches. 

In all of this, of course, we need to 
keep before us the realization that 
both of these groups have a perfect 
right, in this free land, to be organ- 
ized upon that basis which best suits 
them and their respective constituen- 
cies. And in the case of the brethren 
of the American Council, we have 
well in mind, also, the fact that their 
group and ours are one in the faith, 
even though we are not agreed as to 
organizational policies. 
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NAE’S Original Vision of 
Cooperative Witness 

When the brethren started the 
NAE, they had certain objectives in 
mind which they thought could be 
accomplished better if Bible-believing 
Christians worked together than as 
though they were entirely disjointed 
in their efforts. Their central objec- 
tive, as you can readily see by looking 
at our constitution, was to raise up a 
united witness to the historic Chris- 
tian faith. ; 

Here, it seems to me, the brethren 
were on good ground, for did not our 
Lord, when He was about to leave this 
earth, give His followers. the single 
task of being witnesses unto Him un- 
to the ends of the earth? And have 
not His true followers since that day 
felt a constraint upon them to pass 
along the good news that “Christ died 
for our sins according to the scrip- 
tures, and that he was buried, and 
that he rose again the third day ac- 
cording to the scriptures’? 

Then, what better project can 
Christ’s followers have in these days, 
when, in all of the major branches of 
Protestantism, men have been de- 
serting the simple faith once deliv- 
ered to the saints, relegating it to the 
category of myths, and have gone 
about to set up another gospel which 
is not the gospel, a gospel satisfac- 
tory to man’s wisdom and so per- 
vasive in its scope that many people 
today do not even know there are still 
millions of evangelical Bible-believing 
Christians—I say what better project 
can Christ’s followers have than to 
raise against this background of un- 
belief a united and unequivocal wit- 
ness to the historic Christian faith?

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The Costs of Cooperation 


We now turn to the matter of the 
cost of evangelical cooperation. Al- 
most everyone agrees that cooperation 
is a good thing, if it is promoting ob- 
jectives which he wants to see pro- 
moted. But when you look over the 
various brands of cooperation, you 
find in every case a price tag at- 
tached, for there isn’t any kind of 
cooperation worthy of the name 
which comes absolutely free of charge. 

For instance, if you are a working 
man, and you want to go in with the 
other working men in your industry 
to make the management give you 
better pay and more commodious 
working conditions, you soon discover 
that you have to pay union dues and 
that you may have to stay home from 
work some days when you would just 
as soon go to work. 

Of course, the big question about 
any given cooperative setup—suppos- 
ing that people are free to decide 
whether they want to go into it or re- 
main in it—is whether the dues are 
too high, whether the sacrifices re- 
quired are too great in view of the 
ends to be gained, or even too great 
regardless of any ends to be gained. 

And so, passing by the cost of this 
evangelical cooperation in terms of 
money and time and toil—costs which 
would be expected and, incidentally, 
which evangelicals must be prepared 
to assume, if this cooperative effort is 
to continue—let us go directly to those 
great basic considerations which com- 
prise the chief treasure of Bible-be- 
lieving Christians, and ask to what 
extent, if any, these are jeopardized or 
compromised in the evangelical co- 
operative movement known as the 
NAE. 


No Compromise as to the Faith 


First we ask, What about our most 
priceless heritage, the historic faith 
of Jesus Christ, referred to by Saint 
Peter as the “precious faith,” that 
faith the keeping of which Saint Paul 
cited as his essential life achieve- 
ment? To what extent will those co- 
operating in NAE have to compromise 
as to the evangelical faith? 

Thus far, and to God is the credit, 
NAE provides an avenue of Christian 
cooperation which does not involve 
any compromise whatsoever in the 
tenets which comprise the basic core 
of evangelical faith common to all 
Bible-believing groups. 

The reason for this, under God, is 
that our first determination in com- 
ing together was not to cooperate, but 









to raise up a witness to this same 
precious faith. With this in mind, one 
of the first things we did was to set 
forth what was meant by this evan- 
gelical Christian position. 

The result was a statement of faith 
which is clear-cut and concise, abso- 
lutely in line with the historic creeds 
of Christendom. It is a statement of 
faith, which, by the way, has been 
adopted wholly or in substance by 
several evangelical agencies since it 
was formulated by NAE. 

This definition of the faith is with- 
out doubt the most important 
part of our constitution. At once 
it sets forth the standard to 
which evangelicals are raising 
their united witness, and it also 
defines the scope of our evangeli- 
cal fellowship. In short, it says, “This 
is the faith we are uniting to for- 
ward,” and it also says that none but 
those holding this faith may unite 
with us in advancing it. 

So far, the Lord has, we believe, 
helped us to keep true to this initial 
vision. Our various activities have 
been only means to an end, and have, 
we feel, had a direct bearing on for- 
warding the faith. At the same time, 
so far as we know, God has kept from 
our number any fifth column, any 
segment of doubt as to that same 
faith. 


Keeping True to the Faith 


Of course, we are trusting the Lord 
to keep NAE this way. We look to the 
Board of Administration to exercise 
careful surveillance as to the ortho- 
doxy of all member groups, both new 
and old. NAE is not an inelusivist 
organization. It has no place whatso- 
ever for those not wholly evangelical 
in faith. 

But to look to the Board of Admin- 
istration to keep our fellowship free 
from heterodoxy is by no means 
enough. Even more important, it 
seems to me, is to commit all our ef- 
forts so directly and so specifically to 
advancing this faith that only those 
sharing the faith will want to work 
with us. 

For if our emphasis ever shifts from 
the end—forwarding the faith—to the 
means; if we as an NAE are ever 
caught simply doing good, emphasiz- 
ing a broad sort of cooperation in 
beneficent projects, we shall be in 
danger of having in our fellowship 
people who are attracted by the pro- 
gram and who will sign our statement 
of faith with fingers crossed.

Samson had a miraculous birth. An 
angel came down and announced to 
Manoah’s wife that she was to bear a 
son.

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MUST IT FLOAT AS VICTOR FOR 
FULFILL PROPHECY? 


Text: John 8:36, “If the Son shall 
make you free, ye shall be free in- 
deed.” 


There are many “fads’”’ coming out 
in the name of the Lord. “Fad” means 
a hobby, a craze, etc., followed for a 
time with exaggerated zeal. (Web- 
ster’s Dictionary). This describes ex- 
actly the fanatic spirit over the flag. 
The people who do this have become 
known as the “flag church,” preach- 
ing and shouting that the “flag 
church” is the Church of God, and 
that all will bear the flag before 
Christ comes again. This fad is dying 
fast, killed by some of its overzealous 
members preaching, “if you don’t 
have the flag, you’re not the Lord’s 
Church,” etc. Hobby! Yes, the flag 
has its place in every sermon: “The 
flag this, and the flag that,” followed 
by a loud shout; but not much shout- 
ing when the name of the Lord is 
mentioned. Many of the members are 
mixed on their explanation of the 
flag. Dear friend, we must worship 
the Lord in spirit and truth—not with 
the waving of a flag, or any other 
image. John 4:21-24. 


THE FLAG ... WHAT IS IT? 

The Old Testament contains many 
scriptures about flags, banners, etc., 
but the great mistake is made of for- 
getting that the Old Testament is 
about the JEWISH NATION, 
God’s holy people. The prophecy 
concerning them as a “nation,” 
with a national flag, is prophecy 
about the Jews and their coming 
Messiah, Num. 24:17; Psa. 46:6; of the 
crucifixion, their being scattered 
and then coming back to Jerusalem 
as a nation, and with a flag (THE 
STAR OF DAVID). 

These Scriptures are NOT about the 
Church of God, for it is composed of 
the GENTILE, and is_ spiritually 
grafted into the Vine (John 15:1-9) 
and is called a CHURCH (Matt. 16: 
18) and not a nation. The New Testa- 
ment is its rule and government. If 
Christ wanted His Church to have a 
SUPER FLAG, He would have made 
mention of it. There is not one verse 
in the New Testament about a church 
flag. Why? God’s only Son is the En- 
sign to hold up to this lost and dying 
world. Don’t get sidetracked by some 
man-made idea. The Church is God’s 
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Does the Bible Teach an “All-Nations” Flag?

standard for the lost world. Please 
don’t hinder its work by some fad. 
Where in the New Testament did 
Christ carry a flag? He is my exam- 
ple. Where did Paul carry or preach a 
flag? He did not; he said for me to 
follow him as he followed the Lord 
(not a flag). 1 Cor. 11:1. Then again, 
“_..I determined not to know any- 
thing...SAVE JESUS CHRIST, AND 
HIM CRUCIFIED,” 1 Cor. 2:2. Why? 
Christ said, “And I, if I, be LIFTED UP 
...I will draw all men unto me,” John 
12:32. There is not ONE word about 
a flag! Dear brother, you can see that 
the prophecy about the Jewish na- 
tion and its flag has nothing to do 
with the Christian church. Matt. 
16:18. Christ taught me to LIFT Him 
up. Are you going to preach His gos- 
pel? Matt. 28:16-20. 

Paul said, “But though we, or an 
angel from heaven, preach any other 
gospel (lifted up flags or any other 
image) ... let him be accursed,” Gal. 
1:8. The Jews wanted to use Old 
Testament circumcision in the early 
Church, Acts 15. There are many 
“circumcision” fads and hobbies in 
the church today. They are stumbling 
blocks in getting souls saved. S. of Sol. 
2:4, “He-brought me to the banquet- 
ing house, and his banner over me 
was love.” By this scripture we could 
make a green flag and put the word 
“love” on it an be just as much 
right as if it had a star, scepter, and 
crown, or any other symbol on it. 
Nowhere does the Bible tell you how 
to make a flag. If God intended for 
His Church to have a super flag to 
carry and preach about, He would 
have told us how to make it and what 
to put on its face. He told Noah how 
to build the ark, even to the kind 
of wood to be used. He told Moses 
exactly how to build the Tabernacle. 
Why didn’t He tell us how to make a 
church flag? Wake up, my friend, and 
see that your flag is a fad, a hobby, 
and is hindering honest seekers.
